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before the next morning. 


Two hours after receiving a 
report of the desperate situation, 
local civil defense officials, im- 
provising a plan, had enlisted the 
cooperation of community or- 
ganization and private citizens 
in setting up an emergency can- 
teen at the Youth Center with pro- 
vision for overnight housing, if 
needed, In addition, transporta- 
tion was arranged for snow-bound 
families, and a long list of home- 
owners was compiled, ready to 
take in the stricken families 
for the night. 

The Youth Center was selected 
as the best location, andSuperin- 
tendent of Recreation Warren 
Leddick and his assistant, Rich- 
ard Stevenson, left their homes 
to clean and prepare the building, 
with the help of teenage volun- 
teers. The Fire Department and 
Rescue Savad_ canvassed the town 
with a soundtruck, followed bya 
bus offering free transportation, 
and their Ladies Auxiliary set up 
‘a mobile kitchen at the Youth 
Center (coffee courtesy of the Co- 
op). . 

Road and parking areas around 
the emergency center were kept 
cleared by the city’s Department 
of Public Works underSuperin- 
tendent Albert (‘‘Buddy’’) Attick, 
who is also Greenbelt’s civil de- 
fense director. The Police De- 
partment, the overworked. 
switchboard staffs at the City 
Office and GHI, church groups, 
youth organizations participated 
im the .nprecedented action, A 
dedicated group of housewives 
spent hours at the telephone 
arranging stand-by housing for 
anyone in need, 

Coordinating their efforts was 
Mrs. Joseph Sucher, deputy’ 
director for civil defense, who 
stated: ‘The generosity of 
Greenbelters and their willing- 
ness to help neighbors in dis- 
tress, was truly impressive. But 
short notice and an improvised 
organization made faulty opera- 
tion inevitable. To those who 
may have been inconvenienced, or 
who needed help and didn’t get it, 
we offer our sincere apologies.. 

“The events of this snowy 
Tuesday will be studied by the 
civil defense committee for a long 
time. One thing is certain: that 
while Greenbelters have good 
will and good hearts in plenty, 
sound planning IN ADVANCE is 
also essential if we are to handle 
any emergencies, great or small, 
that might arise in the future.’’

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A crucial disagreement is 
over a newly proposed GCS re- 
quirement which would ban the 
use of the land behind the statue 
for a municipal office building on.

GCS suggested instead that the 
land be maintained as a mall or 
concourse, 

Also in the original GCS pro- 
posal. previously accepted by the 
city, it was agreed that if Parcel 
6 were not used for public park- 
ing, roadway, sidewalk or other 
municipal purposes, the tract 
would revert back to the present 
owner, a subsidiary of GCS, with 
a 10-year limit to the-reverter 
clause, 


GCS has now proposed that the 
reverter clause be extended to the 
year 2000, since it has alease on 
its store properties until that 
year. In addition, GCS proposed 
that the city be prohibited from 
selling any of the land between the 
bank and the Center School prop- 
erties for commercial develop- 
ment, subject to the reverter 
clause, 

CALLED UNWARRENTEN 

The city council felt that GCS 
had injected new and unwarrant- 
ed elements into the discussions, 
Councilman Dave Champion 
pointed out that the area behind 
the statue, while not his choice 
tora municipal pbuilding, 15 City — 
owned property and not subject to 
bargaining with GCS, As for ex- 
tending the reverter clause to the 
year 2000 and restricting the use 
of the land, the council felt that 
such provisions were unduly de- 
manding. 

In connection with the muni- 
cipal building, the council heard 
a Suggestion by Greenbelt De- 
velopment Company represent- 
atives that the GDC-owned tract 
of land at the corner of Cres-. 
cent and Parkway (now occupied 
by garages) be utilized for an of- 
fice building, most of which could 
be leased on a long-term basis 
by the city to house its municipal 
activities, 


GDC, a wholly-owned subsid- 
iary of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
has been interested in developing 
the vacant land for a professional 
office building, a high-rise apart- 
ment building, or some other in- 
come-producing purpose, It is 
seeking commitments from pros- 
pective lessess before giving 
serious consideration to such de- 
velopment. 


RECREATION REPORT 

Chairman Bud Dean of the 
Recreation Advisory Committee 
submitted a special report and 
recommendations on ball fields, 
‘playgrounds and play areas, and 
tennis courts, He stressed the 
poor condition of the ball fields 
and the need for immediate action, 
if the fields are to be ready for 
pre - season practice, If ad- 
ditional manpower is needed, the 
report suggested either that new 
Personnel be recruited, per- 
sonnel be assigned from Public 
Works, or the work be con- 
tracted out. 


Dean also recommended that 
Proper attention be given to the 
parks and playgrounds and that 
the tennis courts be resurfaced, 


‘he report envisioned that its 
recommendations would probably 
increase the present budget of 
the Recreation Department, but 
‘pointed out that the expenditures 
would be justified in view of the 
resulting future economy. 

The report pointed out that 
many playgrounas were recently 
sodded at great cost, 
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Municipal Building Site 


Although the city council has voted to change the 
site of the municipal office building from a location 
next to the new fire department building to the com- 
mercial center, we feel the possibility of locating 
the building outside the center should not be closed. 
We believe the issue is important enough to warrant 
further public discussion, and perhaps even a public 
hearing when all the facts are in. Already, since the 
council's decision was made, Greenbelt Development 
Corporation has proposed another site for the build- 
ing and there may still be other suggestions from the 
public. 

At this time we have no fixed views as to where 
the municipal building should be located, but we would 
welcome a public discussion of the following points. 

(1) Ithas been stated that the acquisition of Parcel 
6 makes it highly advantageous to locate the munici- 
pal building inthe center. We would like to see these 
advantages spelled out. Would these be similar ad- 
vantages to using the land to erect some other type 
of building, such as a library? 

(2) It is argued that the site near the fire house is 
difficult to build on, entailing additional costs. How 
much additional costs percentagewise are involved? 
Would other suggested sites have comparable prob- 
lems, involving extra construction and architectural 
costs? 


(3) How do the various sites compare with respect take place on Monday , 


to the amount of space available for future expansion 
of the building and for parking facilities? 

We also think it would be helpful if the Advisory 
Planning Board were asked for its views. The-choice 
of a site and its ramifications for traffic and other 
zoning problems would seem to be well within the 
province of the Board.

From The Rescue Squad Chief 


Why dowe have this drive every year? Money! 
Thats right, to collect money so we'll still be 
here next year. This drive is the main thing that 
keeps the RESCUE SQUAD ready to answer your 
call for help. The men VOLUNTEER their time 
to the SQUAD, but without money, who would put 
gas and oilinthe ambulances, pay the laundry bill 
(we change sheets and pillowcase every time we 
make arun), buy tires, maintain and repair the 


ambulances? 
We made 558 calls in 1961, using the ambu- 


lances 654 hours, and running the speedometers 
up 9,064 miles. Our men VOLUNTEERED a total 
of 1,962 hours, for which the only pay they re- 
ceived was a grateful thanks from the patients or 
their relatives. 

We have to pay for the oxygen we use to save 
someone's life. The oxygenbottles cost $3.70 and 
$4.80 each, and we use most of one bottle on one 
‘patient from Greenbelt to P.G. Hospital. Next 
time you happen to be in a drug store look up the 
prices on 1" adhesive tape, 2" and 4" roller 
bandages, 3x3" gauze compresses. These little 
things add up. We bought a new resistator for 
over $300.00 last year. 

I earnestly ask your support to enable us to 
continue to do our job. Everything we receive 
goes for equipment and supplies to help us serve 
you. 

Remember, we do need you; we hope you never 
need us!
